said Senator Crapo. "We'll work hard 
to push this bill in the Senate." 
Crapo is a first term Republican who 
has also served in the United States 
House of Representatives and the 
Idaho legislature. 


The new Senate legislation, S. 2183, 
was introduced with bipartisan co- 
sponsorship from Senators Daniel 
Akaka (D-HI), Susan Collins (R-ME), 
Blanche Lambert Lincoln (D-AR), 
Bob Smith (R-NH) and Olympia 
Snowe (R-ME). Just like the House 
version, which was introduced by 
Florida Representative Michael 
Bilirakis, he Senate bill, if enacted, 
would require the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission to provide 
equivalent replacement spectrum 
should it ever be necessary to reallo- 
cate Amateur Radio frequencies for 
some other purpose. 


So far, the House bill has drawn b- 
partisan support, with more than 140 
cosponsors to date, and has met 
with no opposition. However, Con- 
gress, and the all important House 
and Senate Commerce committees, 
have been preoccupied with non- 
telecommunications matters and the 
Amateur Spectrum Protection Act 
has not yet moved out of committee. 
The new Senate bill provides addi- 
tional motivation for the Congress to 
consider the legislation.

Repeaters: My heart jumped into my throat when the 146.82 died midway into 
the October 15 Sunday-night net. Fortunately everything came back to life 
with a remote rese. Along with deja vu, it brought a sense of urgency to our 
repeater upgrade. | have finished the remote that will be installed at KJ4T's 
house. Next up is the installation of a remotely variable squelch circuit for the 
2M Vertex receiver. Perhaps by the time we have our club meeting | will have 
completed installation of this component. | hope we will direct our attention to 
the 440 MHz Skywarn link in November. The two best reasons for this up- 
grade are to stimulate interest in the Atlanta Radio Club and providing a pub- 
lic service of tying into Skywarn. We still need someone to find and apply for 
a grant for the necessary equipment. 


WK4U's work is also progressing on the FOX tower system. He has a plan to 
install a linking controller like Link's RLC-2 on the GE repeater. That will cre- 
ate a surplus CAT-300 controller that | hope to use in one of the remotes for 
the 146.82 system. Once Tim installs the RLC-2 he will begin turn his atten- 
tion to linking 145.35 and 146.82, perhaps via 900 Mhz.

Modest outburst of 
Leonids in Nov. 2000 


October 17-18, 2000 -- Astronomers who predicted 
the 1999 Leonid meteor storm with unheard-of accu- 
racy say there could be a modest outburst of Leonids 
in 2000 -- the prelude to more powerful storms in 
2001 and 2002. Although Europeans and North 
Americans will have the best chance to spot Leonids 
activity this year, meteor watchers everywhere 
should be on the alert. Brief flurries of shooting stars 
could materialize over any part of the globe between 
local midnight and dawn on November 17th and 18th. 


"We're very, very confident of the storms coming in 
2001 and 2002," says David Asher of the Armagh 
Observatory. "Peak rates during those years should 
reach at least 10,000 meteors per hour as Earth 
passes through debris trails from comet Tempel- 
Tuttle." Asher expects Leonids activity to reach 100 
per hour on Nov. 18, 2000, similar to the recent 
Perseids display. Other forecasters anticipate higher 
rates -- around 700 per hour. 


"The last quarter Moon will be in the constellation Leo 
on Nov. 18th, practically on top of the Leonids radi- 
ant," says Mitzi Adams, an astronomer at the NASA 
Marshall Space Flight Center. "Moonlight will make 
fainter meteors hard to spot, but if there's a strong 
outburst stargazers could see plenty of Leonids in 
spite of the bright Moon." 


Leonid meteors are caused by tiny meteoroids that 
burn up in our planet's atmosphere as Earth passes 
close to the dust-strewn orbit of periodic comet Tem- 
pel-Tuttle. Every 33 years when the comet swings 
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through the inner solar system it lays down a new trail of 
dusty debris. 


Most years the Leonids are a minor event -- boasting no more 
than 10 to 15 shooting stars per hour. That's what happens 
when Earth passes through the rarefied zones between Tem- 
pel-Tuttle's debris trails. On the rare occasions when our 
planet plows directly into a dense filament of dust, meteor 
rates can soar to 100,000 per hour or more.

Deep Fried Turkey 


While there are my ways to perform frying a whole bird from cutting 
the top off of a beer keg to cooking outdoors- there are electric 
models of deep turkey fryers available for purchase which seem to 
be the safest way to accomplish fixing this tasty bird. The best size 
for deep frying is about 12 pounds. 


4 oz. liquid garlic 

4 oz. liquid onion 

4 oz. liquid celery 

1 tablespoon red pepper 

2 tablespoon. salt 

2 tablespoon tabasco 

1 oz. liquid crab boil 

1 poultry or meat injector 

1 defrosted 10-12 pound tur- 
key 

salt and cayenne pepper 

5 gallons Peanut oil Preparation Instructions: 


Happy Thanksgiving 


Sauté first seven ingredients until salt and pepper are dissolved. 
Fill 


the injector and inject turkey at breast, wings, drumsticks, thighs 
and back. Allow to marinate 24 hours in refrigerator or ice chest. 


Rinse the turkey well and pat dry inside and out. Using a shaker, 
sprinkle the bird inside and out with salt and then shake on the 
cayenne. Be sure to rub the seasonings into the meat . 


Use a 10 gallon pot for frying or electric fryer. Bring peanut oil to 
350 degree temperature and fry turkey at 3 1/2 minutes per pound. 
Also use a steamer rig (rack) to keep the bird off the bottom of the 
pot where the oil is much hotter. You may want to tie turkey legs 
with 1/2" cotton ropes or attach a heavy wire coat hanger hooked 
to the wire band that secures the turkey's legs will help when lower- 
ing and lifting the turkey into the hot fat. Also use a sturdy cooking 
spoon, tongs, or a large fork for extra support. Do not rely solely on 
the wire band or rope to lift a heavy turkey as it can loosen during 
the cooking process. Wearing cooking mitts and holding turkey by 
the legs, very slowly and carefully lower the bird into the hot oil, all 
the way. The Turkey should float to surface after about 35 minutes 
and you should cook an additional 5-7 minutes. Test for doneness 
at the bone in the thigh joint. Carefully remove turkey from oil and 
allow it to drain. Stand it upright on its leg so excess oil will drain 
from the cavity.
